Rudolph Diesel (1858-1913) was born in Paris, svent his early 
years, Studied ensineering in Augsburg and Munich. Although his vat- 
ent specifications were dated 1892-3, it was not until 1897 that he 
completed his first commercially successful engine of 25 hn., a four- 
stroke cycle, single cylinder vertical. He is sunvosed to have died 
by drowning while crossing the English Channel, but his body was never 
recovered.
